DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 , 8, 24, 26, 28-32, 36, 38-44, 46-48, 50-51 , 62, and 64-66 Pending. 
Claims 2-7, 9-23, 25, 27, 33-35, 37, 45, 49, 52-61 , and 63 Canceled. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see response, filed 12/14/2010, with respect to Claims 1 , 
8, 24, 26, 28-32, 36, 38-44, 46-48, 50-51 , 62, and 64-66 have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. The rejection of Claims 1 , 8, 24, 26, 28-32, 36, 38-44, 46-48, 50-51 , 62, 
and 64-66 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 , 8, 24, 26, 28-32, 36, 38-44, 46-48, 50-51 , 62, and 64-66 allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Examiner notes that while the prior art of record does disclose subject specific 

search systems related to the claimed invention, the prior art of record neither teaches 
nor suggests the limitations of determining a cumulative weight of all words terms and 
expressions matching a subject specific lexicon, and further determining if that 
cumulative total weight surpasses a predefined threshold as a specific method of 
determining subject specific relevance wherein the word score may be increased when 
the word appears in close proximity to a link, as claimed, in combination with all 
intervening limitations.
